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DEATH OF CAPTAIN HAMILTON AND 
SERGEANT MARTIN SADDENS TROOPS 


( The joy of the arrival of the Marine Corps Expedi- 
ionary Force at Gettysburg was saddened Monday by 
the accidental death of Captain George Wallis Hamil- 
ton U. S. M. C., and Gunnery Sergeant George Russell 
Martin when the plane in which they were flying 
crashed to earth. 

Captain Hamilton was buried Thursday will full mil- 
itary honors at Arlington Cemetery, while the body of 
Sergeant Russell Martin was sent to his home in Buf- 
falo for burial. 

Two funeral services were held over the body of Cap- 
tain Hamilton, one in the auditorium of the Central 
High School, Washington, D. C., at 9:30 o’clock in the 
morning and at Arlington Cemetery at 11 o'clock. 

The funeral was attended by Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Theodore Roosevelt and high officials of the 
Marine Corps and the pallbearers were brother officers 
of Captain Hamilton, who served with him in the 

\World War. 

taptain Hamilton is survived by his father, Mr. 
Charles A. Hamilton, of 1358 Harvard street N. W., 
Washington, D. C., one brother, Mr. Charles Burwell 
Hlamilton, and two sisters, Mrs. R. C. Barnard and Miss 
Margaret D. Hamilton. 

Messages of condolence were received from all parts 
of the country by the family. 

The accident occurred on the site of Pickett’s charge, 
about one mile east of Gettysburg, just as the march- 
ing Marines were filing off the Gettysburg road into 
the enclosure near the Virginia monument, upon which 
Camp Harding has been erected. 

Other members of the air scout squadron, of which 
Capt. Hamilton was commander, were Capt. F. P. Mul- 
cahy, Lieut. W. J. Wallace and Lieut W. D. Culberson. 

In the opinion of the accompanying aviators, the ac- 
cident was due to the difference in the reading of the 
altimeter, by which fliers estimate their distance from 
the ground, at Quantico and Gettysburg. Quantico is 
on sea level, while Gettysburg is 600 feet above sea 
level. Consequently, when the altimeter reads 1,000 
feet at the latter place, the actual distance is only 400 
feet. 

Hence it is believed that when Capt. Hamilton went 
into the nose dive he supposed that he had sufficient 
distance in which to right his plane and therefore took 
more time than he would have had he known that dan- 
ger was imminent. 

This belief is borne out by the fact that when he took 
energetic measures his machine seemed to respond per- 
fectly, so that if he had had 200 feet or more of dis- 


tance from the ground he would have been able to save 
himself and his observer. 

Immediately after the accident Brig. Gen. Smedley 
D. Butler appointed a board of inquest to investigate 
the cause of the fatal accident. The board personnel 
is as follows: Capt. Louis J. Bourne, Capt. James T. 
Moore and Lieut. H. B. Major. 

As the crippled plane descended, at a rate of approxi- 
mately 200 miles an hour, it narrowly missed a tent 
erected along the Gettysburg road by a circus com- 
pany, striking the ground at an angle of 45 degrees. 
Several hundred persons witnessed the fatal plunge.

Capt. Hamilton was dead when his mutilated body 
was extricated from the wreckage, but Sergt. Martin 
was rushed to the Gettysburg Hospital, where he died 
a short time after admission.

PRESIDENT HARDING VISITS MARINES 
AT CAMP ON GETTYSBURG BATTLEFIELD 


Camp Harding, Gettysburg, Pa.—aAll is in readiness 
for the beginning of the manoeuvers of the Marine 
Corps Expeditionary Force in camp here, which begin 
today and will culminate on July 4th, in the historical 
representation of Pickett’s Charge as it actually oc- 
curred, followed by a war game, showing how a modern 
force similar in numbers to Pickett’s would attack the 
positions held by Union forces in 1863. By strenuous 
labor the Marine camp here has been completed. Run- 
ning water from the city water system of Gettysburg 
has been installed by the Marine engineers. Connec- 
tions have been made with the Gettysburg sewage sys- 
tem and the camp has been wired for electric hght 
which will be furnished by two huge motor-generators 
which ordinarily supply power for traveling search- 
lights. Connections have been made with trunk line 
telephone and telegraph systems and by this means as 
well as by wireless telegraph and telephone, local and

GETTYSBURG 

July 1-3 is the anniversary of the Battle of Gettys- 
burg, which many historians consider as the turning 
point of the Civil War, when General Lee was defeated 
in his purpose to capture Harrisburg and march on 
Philadelphia. 

General Lee, on the morning of July 1, 1863, with 
70,000 men was on Seminary Ridge, while Genera! 
Meade, with 90,000 men, was on Cemetery Ridge. The 
first day’s fighting gave the Confederate forces an ad- 
vantage and on the second day the Confederates ad- 
vanced on Little Round Top, were repulsed, though 
they gained a foothold on Culp’s Hill from which they 
were later driven back. The third day General Lee 
sent General Pickett, with 15,000 picked Confederate

soldiers against General Hancock on Cemetery Ridge. 

General Pickett’s force with a mile of open ground 
to cover before they reached their objective advanced 
slowly but steadily under the decimating fire of the 
Union guns. The men did not falter but continued the 
advance with no protection from the veritable hail of 
iron that was being thrown at them by the Union gun- 
ners, 

They reached the slight rise in the ground at Ceme- 
tery Hill and pushed forward and broke through a part 
of the Union line, but were driven back and General 
Pickett, gathering the fragments of his division to- 
gether, fell back defeated and thus July 3rd brought 
to its close the most stubbornly fought battle of the 
war when nearly 50,000 men fell, killed, wounded, and 
missing. 

General Lee had failed in his objective and retreated 
back across the Potomac river. Thus ended the last 
attempt of the Confederaie forces to invade the North. 

On this same historic spot in Pennsylvania and on 
those same memorable dates, marines will this year 
simulate those bloody attacks and counter attacks that 
made Gettysburg go down in history as the most stub- 
bornly fought battle of the Civil War. Here those 


battle scenes will be re-enacted with modern quipment . 


of warfare and here on July 3rd on the same terrain 
and across that same open space will the marines re- 
enact Pickett’s famous charge as nearly as possible as 
it was fought on July 3rd, 1863.

long distance communication 
all over the continent. 

Preparations are complete for the host of distin- 
guished visitors who are expected today. Beside Presi- 
dent Harding, Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt and a 
number of other members of the Cabinet have accepted 
invitations, while General John J. Pershing will be the 
guest of General Lejeune and General Butler during 
the exercises. Invitations have been sent to Senators 
and members of Congress and acceptances have been 
received from more than a hundred. Foreign military 
and naval attaches and other members of the diplo- 
matic corps have also declared their intention to at- 
tend. A special feature of the exercises will be the 
presence of a host of veterans of the Civil War who 
wore the blue and the gray in 63 on the Gettysburg 
field. Invitations have sent by Major General 
John A. Lejeune, Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
to General L. S. Pilcher, Grand Commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, to Dr. W. C. Galloway, 
Commander of the Army of Northern Virginia, Con- 
federate Veterans, to Colonel Washington Hambright, 
Commander of the Pennsylvania Department, Grand 
Army of the Republic, and other heads of veterans’ 
organizations and a large contingent is expected to be 
present to witness the exercises on the their 
historic battle. 

According to present plans at the White House, 
President Harding leaves Washington at about noon 
on Saturday, July 1, reaching Gettysburg by the middle 
of the afternoon. He will inspect the Marine camp and 
will take dinner with General Butler and spend the 
night in Camp Harding. On Sunday morning he will 
be received by Governor Sproul of Pennsylvania, and 
by Senator George Wharton Pepper in behalf of the 
State, and will witness a special demonstration in his 
honor by the Marine Expeditionary Force, at which 
the original Pickett’s Charge will be rehearsed for 
his benefit. President Harding will probably leave 
Gettysburg on Sunday afte although as yet his 
plans are to a large measure tentative. With President 
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Harding will come General Pershing, although it is 
expected that General Pershing will remain for the ex- 
ercises of Monday and Tuesday. 

On Monday and Tuesday, July 3 and 4, the principal 
exercises will take place. On Monday morning, the 
historical representation of Picketts’ Charge as it ac- 
tually occurred will be given. Marines will imperson- 
ate the brigades and divisions of the force whica 
Pickett commanded and descriptive circulars will be 
issued to the visitors enabling them to identify the 
different units. Maps of the battle will also be issued 
to the spectators so that they can follow its progress 
as indicated by the Marine actors. Lectures will also 
be given by members of the Marine staff who will be 
assisted in the work by a number of large relief maps 
loaned the Marine Corps by the U. S. Army War Col- 
lege by which it will be possible to show clearly exactly 
what happened at each stage of the battle. 

On Tuesday, July 4th, a demonstration of how a 
modern force, equipped with aeroplanes, tanks, artil- 
lery, machine guns and other modern weapons, would 
attack the positions which Pickett’s men charged in 
1863. Tactical lectures will be given by Marine staff 
officers, explaining the change in tactics since the Civil 
War days which render it impossible for troops now to 
charge in mass as Pickett’s men charged. 

On Wednesday, July 5th, tactical exercises will be 
carried out and on July 6th camp will be broken and 
the Marines will start on the return to Quantico. Much 
attention has been attracted by the Canvas White 
House which has been prepared for President Hard- 
ing. This consists of three large rooms: sitting room, 
bedroom and dining room with a shaded front porch, 
all made from tents, with hardwood floors. The bath- 
room will have hot and cold running water and every 
modern comfort and convenience. 

All plumbing, piping for water and electric wiring 
has been done as part of the engineers’ work of the 
force, so that, in spite of the completeness of arrange- 
ments for the comfort of the men, there has been no 
extra cost to the Government.
